Dear Sir: It is true that on some late occa-

Hence the paraphernalia of war is out of place. 
The military feat ure, if any, should be in- 
eidental and strictly subordinate. It thus 
serve as a silent witness to the fact that 
we are not yet fully civilized, 
yours. | L. J. GAGE.

blood by thrusting a glass bulb filled with a 
red liquor into his hand. The result is always 
satisfactory and she proceeds to drag him 
willy-nilly to what she calls an ingenious 
electrical toy. 

If the visitor is unwary enough to take hold 
of the handles an electrical current is turned 
on and the victim is glad to pay a quarter to 
be allowed to let go. Released from this trap 
the visitor passes on to “American Fair 
Play.“ which is a gambling device, pure and 
simple, except that it is pure robbery. The 
victims lay any sum from 50 cents upon 
thee board and the operator releases two 
balis, which run over a bagatelle board into 
numbered pockets. These numbers cor- 
respond with the numbers on a square of can- 
vas. It is needless to say that the blanks are 
numerous. The victim gets, if he wins, one 
for one if he strikes a square with stars; he 
may put up twice or more times the amount 
of his original stake and have another roll for 
his money. Whenever this happens the next 
roll of the ball makes a blank and the pile is 
swept away by the operator.

WEATHER AND CROP OUTLOOK. 

In the last century and a half France has 
had no euch dry period as it has experienced 
this year, and the erop situation is pronounced 
to be so bad that there must be an extensive 
failure the coming harvest, no matter what 
the weatber conditions may be in the mean- 
time. Only one-fifth of an inch of rain has 
fallen in London in two months, and not a 
drop of rain fell in Hampshire in more than 
six weeks. The spring sowing in England was 
doae much earlier than usual, the rule being 
that seeding is delayed by wetness of the soil. 
But the earlier sowing was not effectual, as 
the ground has been too dry to encourage the 
seeds to sprout, and grave apprehensions are 
expressed in regard to pasturagé and the root 
crops as well as for grain. Germany has 
suffered severely from drought, and so have 


result being a very poor “prospect for home 
yield, and expectation of correspondingly 
greater importation of food. With this news 
comes the publication of an English estimate 
that the wheat crop of India is some 35,000,000 
bushels less than that of a yar ago, and Al- 
geria is also said to have a smaller promise 
than the recent average.

But there is room for grave doubt as to our 
ability in this particular. The drought in the 
southwestern part of our wheat beit has been 
so severe that the crop e@pérts are reported to 
be figuring on a decrease of something like 
100,000,000 bushels in the yield of winter wheat 
alone as compared with last year. On the 
other hand, the Northwest has been visited by 


J so much moisture that large areas there are 


still under water. In North Dakota and the 
northern half of Minuesota very little wheat 
seeding has been done thus far, while south of 
that the seeding of 
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400,000,000 bushels, or, say, not more than 
50,000,000 in excess of the quantity required 
| to meet home wants. True, there’ is some 
wheat left over and the visible supply of 
about 75,000,000 is much the largest ever 
known at this date. But that does not prove 
the quantity remaining in the hands of farm- 
ers to be large. Ou the contrary, it is gener 
ally understood that taése “‘ invisible reserves 
are smaller than the average for the date, the 
growers having marketed the latest crop as 
closely as possible because of & widespread 
fear that those who heid on longest would ob. 
tain the lowest prices. 

It is not probable that at the beginning of 
the next crop year more than 100,000,000 busb- 
els of old wheat will be on hand in public and 
private store. Admitting the surplus to he so 
much, less than 3,000,000 per week would be 
available for sxport as wheat and fleur. If, 
as now seems almost certain, the require- 
ments will far exceed that amount of supply 
the coming wheat crop will be worked down 
closely and still a big gap remain, which can 
hardly be filled in any other way than with 
our Indian cofn. In that case the efforts of 
Mr. C.J. Murphy in spreading dm the 
people of Europe a knowledge of the valué of 
maize for human food will prove a blessing 
to the Old World as wellasa benefit to the 
corn farmers of the United States, and it is 
not unreasonable to suppose that both in 
wheat and corn the men who raise it from the 
soil will have a little more to say in the mat- 
ter of prices than has been the rule with them 
for several Years past, This, always excepting 
the possibility that Messrs. Hatch and Wash- 
burn will renew their efforts to place the 
farmers of the United States at the mercy of 
foreign syndicates, and succeed in the at- 
tempt.

If the Democratic platform pledge of 1892 
is to be redeemed in good faith, the Watter- 
son plan of finding revenue when all protec- 
tive duties are abolished is the right and in 
fact only one.

THE SOLE LEATHER TRUST. 
The recent bad break in the selling prices 


for trust stocks may not deter the men who 


are pushing the formation of a eqn bine in 
sole leather from doing all they can to carry 
out the project. But it should result in call. 
ing the attention of others to the danger of 
venturmg capital in such a combination, and 
prevent them from buying the stock this com- 
bine proposes to set afloat on the market. 
The capitalization is proposed to be $60,000,- 
000 of preferred stock, on which the holders 
are to realize 8 per cent per annum if the con- 
cern nets so much of profit, and an equal 
amount of common stock which will not be 
entitled to receive anything till after the pre- 
ferred stock has drawn its semi-guaranteed 
dividend. It 1 pointed out that analysis of 
the published prospectus: does not warrant 
the hope of any return on the common stock 
and makes the prospect for the other look. 
rather shaky. The company has issued 
$6,000,000 of debenture bunds, to run thirty 
years, and announces that the earnings for the 
last five years by the concerns purchased by 
the combine have exceeded eight times the 
amount necessary to pay the annual! interest 
and sinking fund charges on these bonds, As 
the sinking fund purchase is to be 4 per cent 
of the outstanding bonds this and the interest 
multiplied into eight would be $4,800,000 of 
annual earnimgs.

IMPORTS OF MERCHANDISE. 

Our imports of merchandise in January, 
February, and March exceeded the exports by 
862.000, 000, while fot the same months of last 
year the exports exceeded the imports by 
$52,000,000.. As compared with the first quar- 
ter of 1892 there is an adverse movement of 
$114,000,000, This is awkwardly unfavorable, 
but it is hardly fair to charge the fact to 
“certain leadmg staples, especially grain, 
cotton, and provisions, having been withheld 
from shipment by speculation,’’ as is alleged 
by an Eastern paper. There was a shortage 
of no less than 45 per cent in the product of 
hog packing in the West last winter, as com- 
> pared with twelve months previously, and 
there could not have been so much hog product 
available for export even had prices remained 
substantially the same, which was not 
to be expected. Wherever the course of 
prices is not arbitrarily restricted, as used to 
be the case in some part of the Old World in 
regard to bread, prices rise with an important 
decrease in supplies, and it is natural they 
should do so, It not the producer would be 
badly off indeed in times of relative scarcity.

It alsa may be worth while to reflect that in 
case the wheat crop of this summer turns out 
as poorly as is now promised it will prove to 
be well to have some surplus out of which to 
sell to the foreigners in the coming cereal 
year. 


ELECTRIC INCANDESCENCE. 

A recent decision. by Jadge Hallett of the 
United States Circuit Court in St. Louis in 
one of the most important that have been 
rendered in a patent case in several years 
past. The Edson Electric Light company 
applied for an injusction against the Colum- 


ter set up the defense of Want of novelty,“ 
the operation sought to be protected having 
been put before the world nearly forty years 
ago. The respondent set forth that an in- 
candescent lamp different in form but in all 
essential features the same as that now in 
general use was made as early as 1854 by 
Henry Goebel of New York City and was used 
by him in various ways and at different times 
for many years thereafter. The Edison men 
took the ground that the alleged Goebel in- 
vention has an impossible date, as no man 
could have made it at the time and in the 
mauner claimed, and that the incandescent 
lamp is the product of several auxiliary arte 
and achieved by successive steps, some of 
which must be made by the world at large be- 
fore the subsequent ones could be taken by 
any nan. Statea in other words, their plea 
was that an incandescent lamp could not have 
been produced nearly forty years ago by any- 
thing short of a miracle, of which the courts 
do not take cognizance. 

This line of argument was laid before the 
Circuit Court of the Southern District of New 
York, and was held sudAicient to justify the 
sustaining by that court of a former injunc. 
tion. But Judge Hallett took a different view 
of the matter. He held the plea to ve ho more 
than an allegation that no man can outrun to 
any great length his competitors in the field of 
scientific investigation, and that such a propo- 
sition has no real support in reason or experi- 
ence. He held that there seems to be no rea- 
son for saying that Goebel could not have 
reached in 1854 the point attained by Edison 
in 1879, unless, as was said by the dissenting 
Justices in the telephone cases, that it is ro- 
garded as incredible that so great a discovery 
should have been made by the plain mechanic 
and not by an eminentscientist and inventor.” 
But in dis proof of this position it appears 
that Henry Goebel has recently made several 
lamps of the form and with the material and 
tools formerly used by him. These lamps 
have been tested by men of skill and experi- 
ence and found to reasonably effective, 
Though not so good as the lamps now in com- 
mon use they can be operated and give reason- 
able service, The evidence that Goebel did 
exhivit lamps of this pattern in New York 
City nearly forty years ago is abundant and 
conclusive, 

The final hearing of thé case has yet to be 
made, and pending it the respondent was re- 
quired to give a bond in the sum ef $20,000 
for possible damages, But tne denial uf the in- 
junotion may be regarded as the entering wedge 
for breaking up the Edison monopoly on incan- 
descent lamps, and it is so looked at by many 
of those who are interested in 
electrical science. T them the unearthing

MAYOR HARRISON AND VIADUCTS. — 

Mayor Harrison is shifting his position on 
the viaduct question. He thinks that the mat. 
ter of elevating roads is a subject for the con- 
sideration of experts, Mayor Washburne 
thought so too, and he appointed a commis- 
sion of experts to iavestigate, His commis- 
sion did some work in that line, spent $25,000 
of the city’s money, made a report, and turned 
over a. lot of duta to the City Engineer and the 
Commissioner of Public Works. The report 
was published. The City Engineer has 
data in his possession. What is the necessity 
for another commission of experts? Disro-» 
garding thetrport and the data, the Council, 
on the recommendation of Mayor Washburne, 
passed the O'Neill ordinance for the elevation 
of tracks. It cannot be applied in all cases, 
and cannot be enforced as it is impracticable. 
Mayor Harrison is about that. But all 
the same it affirms a general principle. Spe- 
cial cases require special treatment. and Mayor 
Harrison should set to work on this line. 

There is a case now ready for solugion—that 
of the Pennsylvania company. It «also in- 
volves the cases of the Rock Isiand, the Lake 
Shore, and the Western Iadiana companies. 
More deaths have been’ caused by the opera- 
tions of those corporations between Thirty- 
ninth and: Sixty-third streets during the last 
three years than by all the other railroads en- 
tering the city. It is time then to grapple 
with the question of making those companies 
furnish safe crossmgs. Viaducts will not do. 
The railroad companies will not agree to 
track elevation. The Rock Island and Lake 
Shore people made a proposition some time 
ago involving the partial elevation of the 
tracks and the partial depression of the streets 
under them. Is that proposition still pend- 
ing? : 

If it be not, the Mayor can take the initia- 
tive in reference to a plan of settlement. It 
is useless to say he has not the power to do so. 
If he will but rigidly enforeé the ordinances 
in reference to railroads now contained in the 
municipal code the officers of those corpora- 
tions will be suing for merry before a month, 
and ready to accept any reasonable solution 
of the difficult problem that he may propose.

Capt. Berghold was 
asked if he believed that Cornell murdered his 
daughter aud his answer was, He is capable 
of it. Mrs. Berghold was able to leave her 
room today for the first time since she heard 
of her daughter’s death.

cars, etc. There is also a technical legal 
objection on which Mr. Bonney 
lays considerable stress, and that is that the 
West Division company in direct violation of 
a plain provision of its special charter has 
laid tines of street railway on Lake street, be- 
tween the east line of Union Park and State 
street, as set forth in the petition. 

In connection with the filing of the petition 
Mr. Bonney has addressed an open letter to 
Gov. Altgeld calling attention to the dereliction 
of the West Division company. Accompany- 
ing this letter is a copy of the quo warranto, 
which may be taken as an intimation that the 
Governor should direct the Attorney-General 
to intervene in the proceedings in behalf of 
the State and against the company. Mr.

SHOWS MANY UNIQUE TUNING‘ FORKS 


Gov. Fuller of Vermont Lectures Before a 
Number of Piano Tuners. 

Gov. Levi K. Fuller of Vermont gave a 
lecture Saturday on Tuning Forks” toa 
large number of piano tuners of the city in the 
salesroom of a State street piano house. Besides 
his interest in the public affairs of his own 
Commonwealth the Governor has an ear for 
music and is accounted among musicians to 
be au authority on the production of sound. 
Une of the finest collections of tuning-forks in 
the world is possessed by him and last night 
he displayed 1,500 of them of every shape 
and size, from three inches to a toot in length. 

He exhibited the first tuning-fork ever 
made, one used by John Shorb, Sergeant- 
Major to Queen Anne in 1714. It made 
209.8 vibrations to the second. He 
also showed the fork made by Handel in 1749 
and used by the great com r as a basis for 
the pitch of his music. A third famous tuning- 
fork which the Governor was able to show in

Cyrus Meyers, the second mate, is missing. 
He was either blown overboard or jumped 
into the river to relieve his agony. Some of 
the passengers claim they saw him swim to 
the shore and wave his hands as a signal 
he was all ri but when a boat was sent 
after him later he could not be found. Johnson, 
the second cook, was also blown overboard, 
but swam ashore and clung to the bank until 
he was rescued. 

Their Last Breakfast. 


The accident occurred after First Engi- 
neer Crum had yee off watch and Second 
Engineer Mority had gone on duty. The col- 
ored portion of the crew were in the gangway 
between two long high rows of cotton bales 
and near the boiler. The white men were 
farther back, and all were eating their break- 
fast when the flue collapsed and the after end 
of the boiler flew out with a report 
like a cannon shot, Instantly the 
gahgway was filled with ‘scalding 
steam that blew with such force that two 
huge bales of paper, which stood just in the 
rear of the boilers, were blown clear to the 
stern of the boat and every part of the vessel was 
filled with the vapor. The men who were not 
prostrated by the concussion started to flee 
in half-bent positions, but the cotton piles 

revented their escape until every man in the 
ower after-part of the boat was .covered with 
scalding water. 

A panic ensued am the cébin passengers 
when they heard the explosion and the cries of 
awful agony from the men below, and saw the 
stream pouring through the floor, but the offi- 
cers were cool and cou and soon con- 
vinced them the danger was over. The boat 
had headway enough to carry her to the bank, 
where she was landed and an opportunity was 
given to aid the men in the awful panic be- 
low» It seemed an hour before the steam got 
out sufficiently for others to enter, but it was 
really only a few minutes. 

Horrible Scenes, 

A dreadful sight was ted, though, 
when they got in. More than a score of men 
were writhing in agony and many begged to 
be killed to put them out of their misery. In 
some cases when an effort was made to move 
the victims the skin and even the parboiled flesh 
would fali from their bodies to the deck. 
Two men had themselves of their 
clothings Dr. 8. Woodburn of Pitts 
was the only physician on board, but he 
all in his power to assist the officers and 
others who lent their aid in caring for the suf- 
ferers. The steamer had left 
here this morning for below with two 
barges and arrived at the scepe of the disaster 
about two hours after it rred. It was 
loaded, and its Captain at once —— it at 
the disposal of the Ohio. The barges were 
loaded, and the suffering men were placed 
aboard the little steamer. One died before 
he was removed from the Ohig, and two others 
died on the way up. Most of the Ohio 
passengers also came up on the Aigeus and 
went home by rail. 

When this city was reached the dead and 
dying were placed in carriages and ambu- 
lances and taken to the Marine Hospital, All 
the local physicians tendered their services to 
Dr. Glennon, the 1 in charge, ‘who 
gratefuliy accepted aid of as many as 
could be used to advantage. Two wards 
were used for them and the scene there was a 
frightful one, filled as they were with writhi 
forms and the moans of the wounded. O 
the twentye who are alive tonight 
at least half have scalded, swollen ton 
showing that they have inhaled steam, and i 
is feared most of these will die.
